To reduce class sizes in the elementary 
schools, the School Committee Tuesday 
night voted unanimously to add three and 
one-half teachers to the elementary teach- 
ing staff. The committee did not reach a 
clear consensus, however, on where funds 
for those teaching salaries would come 
from 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert recom- 
mended that the teachers be added in lan- 
guage arts and mathematics instructional 
groups; he indicated that current class 
sizes in science and social studies were 
acceptable 

The administration hopes to hire the new 
teachers by Nov. 15, he said, but will begin 
using substitutes this week, if possible, to 
reduce class sizes immediately 

Under the administration's recommenda- 
tion, the equivalent of one teacher will be 
added in grades five and six at Bancroft; at 
Sanborn, one-half teacher in grades three 
and four; at South, one-half teacher in 
grade three and one-half teacher in grade 
four; and at West Elementary, one-half 
teacher in grade one and one-half teacher in 
grade four 

In a separate vote, the committee also 
unanimously agreed to add eight hours of 
aide time at Sanborn, where second grade 
math classes are currently divided into two 
instructional groups of 31 and 28 students 

The superintendent said his recommenda 
tions would provide ‘‘consistency across the 


hoard nd ‘‘a satisfactory level’ of el 
ementary taffing Assistant Superinter 
dent Charles Mitsakos pointed out that 
some instructional grouping will still be

Harris Compiles 
List Of All 


Selectmen 


Former Selectman Edward Harris 
has compiled a list of every selectman 
who has served the town since Andover 
split from North Andover and elected 
its first Board of Selectmen in April, 
1855 


The first board, elected at town 
meeting to also serve as assessors and 
overseers of the poor, was made up of 
George Foster (who served three 
terms), Enoch Frye III and Jonas Holt. 
A number of familiar Andover names 


appear on the list for the 128 years that 
followed: Shattuck, Jenkins, Chicker- 
ing, Abbott, Boutwell, Bailey, Collins, 
Doyle, Cole. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony says 
the names will be inscribed on a plaque 
that will hang in new town offices at the 
renovated East Junior High School. He 
adds that officials plan to publish a 
booklet about the selectmen, and 
townspeople who wish to contribute 
photographs of the former officials 
should contact his office at Town Hall. 


Selectmen Again 
Looking At 


Commuter Parking 


The selectmen are on the lookout — 
again — for new ideas to handle old 
commuter parking problems down- 
town. 

The town manager Monday night told 
the selectmen it was time to bring up 
the seemingly annual ‘‘Olde Andover 
Village problem.’ Merchants in that 
downtown area would like approxi- 
mately 50 unmetered spaces in the mu- 
nicipal lot posted at two or four-hour 
parking to increase turnover, Manager 
Kenneth Mahony said (those spaces 
will be mete@\d next spring.) 

But selectmen noted that forcing 
commuter parkers out of the Main 
Street lot could create parking prob- 


lems on neighboring streets like Pun- 
chard Avenue and School Street. They 
indicated that charging a fee to out-of- 
towners who park all day in Andover 
might be a better solution. (Board 
members also wondered where em- 
ployees of downtown businesses will 
end up parking when all the spaces in 
the municipal lot are restricted. ) 


Chairman Gerald Silverman asked 
the selectmen to submit their thoughts 
on the continuing problem to the man- 
ager for further discussion next month. 
Mahony, in the meantime, is to discuss 
those ideas with the police chief and 
Traffic Advisory Committee

Following an extremely brief public 
hearing Monday night, the selectmen 
unanimously approved a request for $3 
million in Industrial Development Fi- 
nance Authority funding from Dyonics, 
an Andover firm. 


Dyonics officials said they would use 
the financing to refurbish their Das- 


comb Road plant to accommodate new 
equipment recently purchased from the 
medical division of Black and Decker 
of Maryland 

The selectmen granted preliminary 
approval to Dyonics in September. The 
firm may now apply to the state Indus- 
trial Finance Authority for low-interest 
industrial revenue bonds

Hydroelectric Project Completed 


Secretary of Energy Sharon M. Pollard an- 
nounced the completion of a major hydroelectric 
project at the Greater Lawrence Treatment Plant 
on Charles Street, North Andover 

The project, which was partially funded by a 
$370,000 state grant, will allow the installation of a 
hydroelectric generator at the wastewater treat- 
ment facility plant in Lawrence adjacent to the 
Merrimack River 

This is the first project in the United States to 
install a hydroelectric generator directly in the out 
flow of a wastewater treatment plant. The water, 
that currently is being dissipated into the Merri- 
mack River, will now be reclaimed to generate 
electricity for the service area, which includes 
Lawrence, Methuen, Andover and North Andover 
It is expected that some Southern New Hampshire 
communities may join the service area by next 
year 

According to Secretary Pollard, when fully oper- 
ational, the plant can be expected to generate 944. - 
000 KWH annually which will save 84,000 gallons of

What did they do with all that snow before the 
invention of the truck-driven plow and sander? On 
Main Street, at the turn of the century, teams of up 
to 100 men shoveled the snow into horse-drawn 
Sleighs called pungs which then drew their heavy 
loads to the Shawsheen River or a dump 


Such a labor-intensive system cost money, how- 
ever, and when the superintendant of streets be- 
came aggrieved by townspeople’s criticism of the 
cost of snow removal, he let the products of the 
next storm just sit there until he was begged to 
relent 


his is just one of the fascinating glimpses of 
Main Street Andover at the Turn of the Century 
the title of a slide show to be presented by the 
Andover Historical Society on Sunday, Noy. 6, at 2 
p.m. and 3 p.m.

Grant For 
College 


Merrimack College has been awarded a 
$15,950 grant by the United States Depart- 
ment of Energy and the Massachusetts 
Executive Office of Energy Resources un- 
der the Technical Assistance for Schools 
and Hospitals program. The grant will pay 
o0 percent of the cost of an energy audit 
which is currently being done on the Merri- 
mack campus 

The audit, which is being conducted by 
ASI Energy Systems Division, consists of 
four main phases: preliminary audit for 
eligibility; a study of eligibility for alterna- 
tive energy systems such as cogeneration 
systems; physical review of each building 
including reviews of infiltration rates, 
watts usage and physical structures; and 
the final report which will be issued to the 
college administration this spring 

Upon completion, the audit will provide 
Merrimack with a list of recommendations 
for renovation projects that can be under- 
taken to save energy costs and will also 
make the college eligible for additional 
federal and state funds for energy conser- 
vation projects

In 1900 Andover had a population of about 7,000. 
The school budget was $25,000 and the tax rate $15 
per $1,000 of assessed valuation. You couldn't buy a 
drink—it was illegal—but the butcher drove his cart 
to your door and cut the meat to order 


Main Street, then as now, was the hub of the 
town. Shops and offices of every description lined 
the street. While many, like the dentist and barber 
Shops, were similar in function to those existing 
today, others, like the hotel and large furniture 
store, have vanished from the scene. Shaded in 
summer by the great elms which have since suc- 
cumbed to disease, the unpaved Main Street be- 
came very dusty during the dry months. Then the 
water wagon wended its way up and down the street 
sprinkling water to lay the dust 


Main Street in Andover 80 years ago was the 
heart of a typical New England town of the time 
and represents a way of life now vanished. The 
Andover Historical Society invites the public to 
attend the slide show and learn more about that 
unhurried era

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Kaleidoscope A Result Of Pursuing A Dream 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


As a Bancroft teacher in love with her 
work, and later as a consultant on programs 
for gifted students, Andover resident Janis 
Baron dreamed of creating her own school, 
a “really positive environment’ where chil- 
dren could thrive — without the financial, 
political and bureaucratic pressures public 
schools face 

In her work as a consultant to a number 
of school systems, she had seen too many 
professional educators discuss new ideas, 
decide what to do, and then never do it 
‘You've got to do something,’ Janis says, 
and three years ago she decided to do some- 
thing with her dream 

She came up with Kaleidoscope (Creative 
Learning For Children, Inc.), a non-profit 
program run in cooperation with Andover's 
Community Services department. Kaleido- 
scope offers one and two-week summer 
courses to children ages three to ten (al- 
though children up to 15 were enrolled in 
some courses this past summer). Kaleido- 
scope also features a winter performing 
arts series for children, which will begin 
next month 

Janis, articulate and still excited about 
the program she founded and directs, is 
propelled by her conviction that ‘‘learning 
can be fun it should be fun,’’ she says 

Learning is growth. I can’t imagine life 


without the opportunity to explore new top- 
ics — and there are so many topics 


In addition to running Kaleidoscope, 
which she says is ‘‘like a baby’ to her 
Janis works part-time in the Andover 
schools as coordinator of the program for 
gifted and talented students. She lives on 
Sagamore Drive with her husband, Mi 
chael, and their two sons, Lee, age five, and 
Andrew, four 

Kaleidoscope was born when Janis cou 
pled her dream with her need to stay crea- 
tive, she says: Even with two small 
children at home, she had ‘‘creative en 
ergy’ to burn. She turned to Andover school 
superintendent Kenneth Seifert for advice 
and he pointed her toward Community 
Services, where director Joan Pearson and 
Mary Donahue were ‘‘very, very respon 
sive 

She christened her program ‘‘Kaleido 
scope’’ because a kaleidoscope is ‘‘a myri- 
ad of elements that can be combined in an 
almost infinite number of patterns.”’ 

Janis based Kaleidoscope on her belief 
that the ‘climate for learning a key 
phrase in Andover schools a few years back 

is ‘crucial. If you create the right envi- 
ronment, learning takes place.’ 

The right environment, she says, has to 
include ‘‘a child who's interested, a teacher 
who's creative and enthusiastic, all the 
materials they need, the facilities, kids 
with common interests together in a group 

those are the basic ingredients. It sounds 
idealistic,’ she admits with a laugh, ‘‘but 
on a small scale, you can do it 

Kaleidoscope kids know from the start 
they're getting into something different. To 
help vanquish first-day anxieties, teachers 
greet their students outside, bearing bun 
ches of helium balloons labeled with the 
name of their class. The balloons do more 
than help students find their teacher and 
classmates easily; they charm them, too 


It’s exciting, it’s uplifting,”’ Janis says 
The atmosphere from the beginning is, 
this is going to be a lot of fun.” 

She planned the program for August, . 


when children nave nad a ehance to relax 
after a year of school, and designed one- 
week classes so children would be ‘‘im- 
mersed”’ in one subject all morning for five 
days, a total of 12 hours. ‘‘There’s so much 
happening today to kids, so much bombard- 
ing them, that they don’t get to finish any- 
thing,’ Janis explains. ‘It’s better to finish 
one thing than to start ten things.”’ 

She chose seven topics she thought chil- 
dren would enjoy, including math enrich- 
ment (‘‘I aie knew certain kids who 
love math’’), science for young children, 
design. Classes were offered at Andover 
High School, and taught by teachers care- 
fully chosen from Andover and other school 
Systems 

About 70 children enrolled in the program 
in the summer of 1981, and their response to 
Kaleidoscope was ‘‘just tremendous,” Jan- 
is remembers. ‘The kids felt so good about 
it you could see it, you could feel it. Kids 
were leaving saying, ‘Why wasn’t this long- 
er?’ That’s your greatest recommenda- 
tion.” 

The following summer the director ex- 
panded the program to include two-week 
courses and more subjects for pre-school- 
ers: ‘Movin’ and Groovin’ "’, a physical 
education course with music; ‘‘Holistic 
Health For Kids,’’ a study of nutrition and 
exercise; ‘‘Flights of Fantasy,’’ featuring 
games and stories to stretch children’s 
imaginations 

This summer, Kaleidoscope offered six- 
teen one-week courses and nine two-week 
courses, all held at West Elementary 
School, to more than 250 students from 
Andover and 18 neighboring communities 
Courses are held in the afternoon as well as 
morning now, so students can take ‘‘crea- 
tive writing in the morning and kung fu in 
the afternoon”’ if they want to, Janis says 
The teaching staff has grown from seven to 
21, but class sizes are still limited to 10 or 12 
students 

Most families hear about the program 
from other families, Janis says, ‘‘and it’s 
just so exciting to see the response the 
program has had."’ This year, courses were 
75 to 80 percent registered by May 

With 12 years of enthusiastic teaching at 
Bancroft behind her, Janis is convinced that 
good teachers are ‘‘the key”’ to good educa- 
tion. ‘How can anyone ever doubt that?’ 
She has known ‘‘so many teachers in And- 
over that are exceptional, who really love 
to stimulate kids I wanted to 
bring some of these dynamic people togeth 
er with kids, to really test some of my 
theories 

Many of Kaleidoscope’s teachers come 
from the Andover schools; some come from 
other school systems, and séme are not 
The faculty 
includes whatever professional is qualified 
to work with children, not just in academ 
ics, but with their emotional needs — peo 
ple who can tune into kids’ feelings. I have 
tremendous, tremendous respect for these 
teachers. They are really special people, 
every single one of them. They are so ded- 
icated, so involved with the kids.”’ 

No one she has asked to teach a Kaleido- 
scope course has ever turned her down, 
Janis says. Among Kaleidoscope’s attrac- 
tion for teachers is the small class size that 
makes almost all things possible: ‘If they 
want blueberries for their class, I get them

Another way teachers come to Kaleido- 
scope. *‘which I love,’’ is by calling Janis 
with their ideas for a course ‘‘out of the 
clear blue. And that’s terrific, because then 
| know these are people who want to work 
with kids and want to do something crea- 
tive 

Janis also finds ideas for courses through 
her consulting work on programs for gifted 
and talented students, whose teachers are 

always looking at new topics’ to keep 
their students interested. This summer, 
Kaleidoscope students explored art, drama, 
puppetry, science, math, newspapers (stu- 
dents in that course published a newsletter 
called ‘*Kaleidoscoop’’), computers, weath- 
er, magic, drawing, kung fu, basketball, 
anatomy, local history 

At the end of each one- or two-week 
session, students have a chance to show 
their parents and students from other 
classes what they've learned by presenting 
a play. a basketball demonstration, a publi- 
cation. Each student is also presented a 

creative thinking award’ certificate for 
completing a course 

Kids need a product,’ Janis explains 
“One of my goals is for children to see that 
M they persist in something, they will ae- 


complish something. It’s so important to 
build their own confidence in learning.”’ 

Kaleidoscope doesn’t end with the sum- 
mer: It continues with a subscription series 
of monthly performing arts events in De- 
cember, January, February and March 
Janis decided to incorporate her ‘‘very 
strong interest in the arts’ into the pro- 
gram because ‘“‘people are always very 
concerned about academics, but they some- 
times overlook all that the arts have to 
offer 

The winter series brings professional per- 
formers to the area (performances have 
been held at Merrimack College in the past, 
and will be held at West Elementary this 
vear) for hour-long shows that won't ‘‘tax 
the patience’ of young children (age three 
and up). Audiences are kept small (under 
200), and children are encouraged to meet 
the performers after the show, ‘‘to see that 
these are real people and part of our life.”’ 

Janis hopes the series will help children 
learn how to be part of a good audience 
(quiet and attentive), acquire discrimina- 
tion and taste, and develop an interest in 
the arts. A mark of success: ‘‘Parents have

Farmer, Selectman 


Sidney P. White, farmer and former And- 
over Selectman, died Oct. 26 at Lawrence 
General Hospital at the age of 84. 

Mr. White, son of Herbert L. and Ina L. 
(Baker) White, was a native of Andover and 
a lifelong resident, having lived all but the 
first seven years of his life at the Baker 
Family Homestead at 5 Argilla Road, And- 
over. He was educated in the Andover Pub- 
lic Schools and Essex Agricultural School in 
Hathorne 

Mr. White's love of the farm brought him 
to an extensive market gardening business, 
then branching out into buying and raising 
purebred registered Holstein cattle.

In 1976 he sold the dairy bar business. 

In February 1972 a plaque was placed on 
the wall in the lobby of Town Hall which 
reads: Sidney P. White, In recognition of 
forty years of devoted service to the citi- 
zens and Town of Andover: Planning Board, 
1934-1951; Animal Inspector, 1936-1944 and 
1957; Board of Public Works, 1938-1956; 
Merrimack River Valley Sewerage Board, 
1942-1956; Board of Selectmen & Welfare, 
1949-1959; Board of Assessors, 1949-1959; 
Board of Selectmen, 1966-1972. Presented 
by the Citizens of Andover Feb. 25, 1972. 

Mr. White held membership in South 
Church, Andover; Andover Historical So- 
ciety; Andover Village Improvement Socie- 
ty, Andover Grange for over 50 years, until 
it disbanded. He was a member of St. Math- 
ews A.F. & A.M., Andover; also a Shriner 
with membership in Aleppo Temple, 
A.A.O.N.M.S. of Wilmington; Aleppo Moun- 
tain Patrol, serving as Captain for five 
years, Scottish Rite Bodies, Council Chap- 
ters Valley of Lowell and Valley of Law- 
rence; also Consistory Valley of Boston.

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Board Can Do No More To Aid 
Strawberry Hill Area Residents 


The Conservation Commission has done 
everything in its legal power to help a group 
of Indian Ridge Country Club abutters who 
object to work done at the country club, the 
commission chairman told the selectmen 
Monday night 

We're very much bound by state stat- 
utes,’’ Chairman Robert Pustell explained 

We did everything we possibly could do 
There just wasn’t anything else we know of 
we could do to assist the neighbors.’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told the 
abutters he believes town officials are act- 
ing in their ‘‘best interests,’’ and are ‘‘mov- 

ing to accomplish the goals you have set. 


However, residents of the Strawberry 
Hill Road area indicated that they re- 
mained unhappy with the way town employ- 
ees and the conservation commission have 
responded to their problems with Indian 
Ridge 

Two weeks ago, members of a neighbor- 
hood group called Strawberry Hill Asso- 
ciates told the selectmen Indian Ridge has 
been regrading its golf course, located in an 
alleged wetlands area, for the past two 
years. The neighbors said that work is ille- 
gal under the state’s wetlands protection 
laws, and has caused water problems on 
their property 


They also complained that eight- to ten- 
foot high piles of leaves have been dumped 
in wetland areas at the country club. 

The neighbors told the selectmen they 
believed the conservation commission had 
not given them adequate support and made 
a strong enough effort to uphold the wet- 
lands laws 

During that meeting, the manager told 
the selectmen the conservation commission 
had the matter ‘‘under control.’ This week, 
Pustell emphasized that the commission 
has issued an order of conditions to Indian 
Ridge to stop dumping leaves in the wet- 
lands, and has instructed the country club 
to file plans for future work in the wetlands 

Pustell said the commission had ‘‘no 
technical or legal grounds”’ for further ac- 
tion 

The club has appealed the order to the 
state Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity Engineering, Pustell said, and town 
officials can do no more until the DEQE 
issues a ruling 

While Strawberry Hill neighbors were 
still unhappy about the Indian Ridge situa- 
tion this week, the town manager told them 
town staffers, town officials and the neigh- 
bors are ‘‘all on the same side of the fence 
I think we will get to the point where you 
want us to be.’’ Mahony said the piles of 
leaves would be moved before the end of the 
year 

Selectman William Dalton, repeating 
comments he made two weeks ago, said he 
did not wish to ‘‘question the authority of 
the conservation commission’’ — and that 
the selectmen’s interest in the matter was 
only to see that townspeople are given 
enough assistance by town officials 

Dalton said that because the commission 
deals frequently with professionals, the 
commissioners may not realize that private 
citizens may need help in dealing with le- 
galities: The conservation commission, he 
said, should *‘bend over backwards” to help 
citizens who seek their assistance

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Phillips Academy Will Retain 
Abbot Campus For Its Own Use 


The Phillips Academy trustees voted Sat- 
urday to retain the Abbot campus instead of 
selling the 24-acre central Abbot campus 
parcel with its 12 buildings or putting it out 
to long-term lease. 

The trustees considered 17 proposals by 
developers, according to Business Manager 
George Neilson, before deciding to retain 
academy control of the Abbot property 
themselves. Headmaster Donald W. McNe- 
mar noted that this decision will be fol- 
lowed up by administrative planning for 
rehabilitation and use of empty buildings. 
Some buildings or parts of buildings may 
need to be torn down and extensive rehabili- 
tation done to bring them up to code so that 
the Abbot campus can be actively used 
again—either directly by the school or 
leased by the academy on a short-term 
basis for purposes compatible with those of 
the academy 


Last summer the trustees decided to in- 
vite proposals from interested parties so 
they could know the possibilities and finan- 
cial stakes involvea before settling the fu- 
ture of the Abbot campus, in question since 
completion of the Abbot merger with Phil- 
lips 10 years ago. 

This past weekend, after looking at con- 
crete proposals from 17 developers, the 
board determined that the cost benefits of 
sale or long-term lease were not sufficient: 
they did not justify giving up the academy's 
current extensive use of the 24-acre parcel 
(two dormitories, two faculty homes, head- 
quarters for the office of physical plant, 
five tennis courts as well as leased space to 
the Northeast Document Preservation Cen- 
ter and the Andover Community Daycare 
Center), a variety of poss#bilities for future 
use and preservation of the heart of the 
Abbot campus as an aesthetic and historic 


cultural unit. The trustee decision does not 
rule out the short-term lease of buildings or 
parts of buildings, but does shut the door on 
proposals for the parcel as a whole. 

‘The key to the whole decision process,” 
said Neilson, ‘‘was that a number of inter- 
ested deveolopers took the time and trouble 
and expense to present the trustees with 
proposals for the campus’s use. Until we 
had concrete proposals, the board could not 
have come to the decision—and it was a 
unanimous one—that it was to the best long- 
term interest of the school to retain control 
of the Abbot campus. We're grateful to 
those developers for their patience and 
understanding.’ Headmaster McNemar 
and Neilson noted that they had been inter- 
ested in several proposed development 
ideas as contributing to broad community 
interests—for example, a life-care facility 
or middle-income apartments—but the 


cost-benefit to the academy was too little to 
justify giving up the historic Abbot campus 

‘After the merger,’’ Headmaster McNe- 
mar said, ‘‘the expectation was that the 
institution would have to give up the Abbot 
property to make up the deficit from ac- 
complishing the merger and coeducation. 
But our long range planning effort of the 
past two years and tight budget manage- 
ment, on top of magnificent alumni support 
in the PA Bicentennial Campaign and in- 
creased annual giving, has meant that last 
year we paid back the $3 million deficit of 
the merger and coeducation, without giving 
up the heart of the Abbot campus. Now we 
are looking for ways to fund its rehabilita 
tion and to use it in ways that are consonent 
with the educational traditions of Abbot 
Academy.” 


Basketball Coach Is Appointed; 
Teachers’ Union Files Grievance

Tewksbury resident Thomas Ryser has 
been named head boys’ basketball coach for 
Andover High School, with the School Com- 
mittee’s approval — and the Andover Edu- 
cation Association will file a grievance 
protesting that appointment. 

Ryser will replace Wil Hixon, who is 
retiring as basketball coach this year. The 
newly-appointed coach, a physical educa- 
tion instructor in Medford, has ten years’ 
coaching experience, and has served as a 
staff member and guest lecturer at a num- 
ber of basketball schools and camps. His 
coaching salary was approved at $2,550. 

AEA President Stephen Jankauskas Tues- 
day night asked the committee to postpone 
appointing a new basketball coach until the 
grievance has been resolved. Jankauskas 
said Ryser’s appointment would conflict 
with an article in the contract~recently 
signed with the teacher’s union. 

Chairman Richard Neal told the presi- 
dent he would prefer to make the appoint- 
ment first and then consider the grievance, 
making a change later if it becomes nec- 
essary. The committee voted unanimously 
to approve Ryser’s appointment 

Neal offered praise for Hixon, who leaves 
the basketball team after 25 years but will 
continue as assistant principal at Andover 
High School. The chairman said Hixon has 
‘devoted a tremendous amount of energy 
and effort to his coaching,’’ and has contrib- 
uted to students ‘“‘beyond winning and los- 
ing.’’ Committeeman Michael Giammusso 
added, ‘‘We'll all miss seeing him on the 
floor."’ 

In other personnel action approved by the 
committee during their meeting at 
Shawsheen School: Gerald Schimmel, a 
West. Junior High special needs teacher, 
was named head ski coach at $1,604. Peter 
Grogran was named head hockey coach at 


$2,085; he has held that postion for several 
years. Glen Alsup was appointed head win- 
ter track coach at $2,400; he has coached 
winter track in Andover and Lawrence for a 
number of years. And Steven Sirois was 
named head boys’ gymnastic coach at 


$2,163: an Andover graduate, Sirois held 
that position last year, and had previous 
experience as assistant gymnastics coach. 

Carol Jacober, a foreign language teach- 
er at Doherty Junior High, was granted a 
child-bearing leave of absence, to begin 


around Jan. 1, and to be followed by a child- 
rearing leave through June 1984. Jacober 
has taught in the Andover schools since 
September 1979

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Editorial Comment 


Funding A Necessity 


The school committee this week rightly moved 
toward resolving overcrowded conditions in some 
elementary school classrooms, and leaving the 
matter of funding to a later date. 

In essence, the board was funding a necessity, 
since the overcrowding resulted in an intolerable 
situation, not only from an educational standpoint, 
but considering the presentation of an equal educa- 
tional opportunity for all youngsters in the com- 
munity. 

There was considerable discussion as to how the 
additional teaching personnel would be funded, the 
administrators noting that the budget provided the 
school department by town meeting was already 
tight. 

But, there should be little doubt that the proper 
funding will be available through several channels, 
the principal one being the personnel budget within 
the school department. 

It has been customary over a period of years to 
provide sufficient funds within the school depart- 
ment budget to underwrite staff salaries as pro- 
jected almost a year in advance. This, of course, 
does not take into consideration the unplanned 
leaves by some, unanticipated retirement and 
other factors, all of which result in additional 
funds being found at the end of the school year. 

There are those critics of the school department 
policies who continually regard this as a slush fund

developed by the administration, when in fact, it is 
always an unpredictable factor and one which has 
been examined even more closely in recent years 
due to the restraints of Proposition 2%. 

Frankly, it is conceivable that the new positions 
approved this week may be funded through such 
attrition between now and next June. 

If not, the Finance Committee has already given 
a conditional approval to seek the money from 
town meeting in the spring. 


There, too, is the possibility of transferring 
some funds from the reserve account through 
FinCom approval. 


It appears, then, that the matter of financing the 
appointment of additional educators is not a major 
problem. 

The action of the committee Tuesday night does 
two things which are beneficial to the community. 

First, and foremost, it meets the educational 
standards and responds to an urgent need created, 
no doubt, by the increasing growth in certain areas 
of the community. 

Secondly, it dictates that the school administra- 
tion keep a watchful eye on its budgetary proc- 
esses in the hopes that additional funding will not 
be required. In view of the department having 
accomplished this last year, it is conceivable that 
the same practice can be repeated.

A Time 
For Change 


Last week world events overs*adowed the drama 
in the Massachusetts House and well they should: a 
power struggle between state politicians hardly 
ranks comparison to the lives of our young men. 
Nevertheless, I know Andover citizens are inter- 
ested in What is happening in the House, particular- 
ly because the result will be 
significant and healthy change in 
our state government. 

Through the decades, a sys- 
tem, sustained by the Rules, has 
evolved to the point where it ex- 
ists only for itself, not for the 
benefit of Representatives or the 
people they serve. Until the Mc- 
Gee/Keverian battle, few citi- 
zens were aware of how 
undemocratic the system really 
is. Those of us within the House who have been 
working for Rules Reform, as well as citizen groups 
who are seeking a ballot question on Rules, view 
last week's events as an opportunity to get more 
public support for our efforts. 

A motion to ‘‘vacate the Chair’’ (generally 
viewed as the counterpart to impeachment) was 
made after Speaker McGee removed two Represen- 
tatives from leadership position for ‘‘disloyalty’’ — 
i.e. Rep. Keverian’s efforts to seek the Speaker's 
position in 1985. Under the present Rules, the 
Speaker has the absolute right to take this unilate- 
ral action: he appoints, promotes and removes his 
leadership team with no input from other House 
members. Proposed Rules changes would take this 
power away from the Speaker and give it to the 
members through ratification or direct election 
power. Loyalty and accountability would then be 
transferred to all members, instead of one mem- 
ber 

Speaker McGee is not the first House leader to 
strut power. Ultimately, it doesn’t matter who is in 
the chair—Republican, Democrat, male or fe- 
male—abuse will continue until we change the 
Rules 

Ninety-six members voted against the motion to 
vacate; 26 members voted for the motion; and 35, 
including myself, voted ‘‘present.’’ Ordinarily a 
‘present’ vote is unacceptable. However, those of 
us wishing to. focus on Rules changes rather than 
personalities wanted to make a statement—the 
status quo is wrong. I personally feel that the 
Speaker did not commit an impeachable offense, 
yet I could not give him a vote of confidence 
thereby verifying the system. 

Now a word about ‘‘fear and retaliation’ for the 
61 Representatives who did not endorse McGee 
Clearly the system operates on this principle. How- 
ever, the notion that every Representative is some 
kind of robot reacting out of fear of Speaker McGee 
is grossly unfair to those of us who consistently vote 
according to our best judgment and our district 
Personally, I established my independence the sec- 
ond day in office when I voted for Rules changes: 
the Speaker has never asked me for a vote on any 
issue, nor would I be guided by his wishes. 

Lest you still doubt the importance of Rules 
Reform, consider two other little-known facts of 
our current system. 1) A committee chairman 
(accountable only to the Speaker) may now report a 
bill out of committee with a ‘‘favorable”’ or ‘‘unfa-

Glass Fiber Transmits Calls 


The telephone wire of the future, a hair-thin glass fiber 
using light instead of electricity to transmit the voice, is 
coming to the Andover area next year. 

New England Telephone is constructing a fiber-optic cable 
network which will link hundreds of thousands of telephone 
customers in Metropolitan Boston and eventually the Merri- 
mack Valley area. 

The cable system will initially connect a network of some 30 
telephone switching offices and handle both local and long 
distance calls for area subscribers. 

The system is being constructed to provide additional tele- 
phone circuits to meet the calling needs of Metropolitan 
Boston customers, including the area’s fast growing “high 
tech’’ industries. 

According to Public Relations Manager Cynthia Austin, 
building the Andover leg of the project, which began at the 
Cambridge central office, involves placing and splicing some 
25 miles of the cable which initially will be capable of handling 
approximately 24,000 simultaneous calls. 

‘‘Fiber-optic systems are capable of carrying large 
amounts of information signals—voice, video or data—in 
substantially less space than present wire and cable systems. 

‘The systems work by transmitting rapid pulses of light 
from a tiny laser through strands of ultra-pure glass. One 
fiber-optic cable, the size of an index finger, has the call- 
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The earth's surface holds 324 million cub- 
ic miles of water.

Austin said the continuous growth of telephone traffic will 
require the future installation of cable where there may be 
little usable space left. 

‘The new cable is smaller, lighter and easier to handle than 
standard metallic wire cable. Unlike metallic cable, fiber- 
optic cable is immune to outside electrical interference.”’ 

She said the first leg of the system, a 6.6 mile cable between 
Cambridge and several downtown Boston switching offices, 
has been placed and is now in service. 

Work is also underway on other routes which will extend to 
central offices in Concord, Dedham and Taunton.

Andover property-owners — homeown- 
ers, small businesses and industry — will 
once again be taxed at a single rate this 
year, as they have since 100 percent reval- 
uation was completed throughout the town. 

The new tax rate has not yet been estab- 
lished, but should be set in about two weeks, 
the assessors’ office reported this week. 

The Board of Selectmen voted unani- 
mously to retain a single tax rate for all 
taxpayers Monday night, with almost no 
discussion. Selectman William Dalton, who 
moved to tax all property at the same rate, 
indicated that his opinion on the issue has 
not changed since the board discussed it 
last year. 

Under state laws on 100 percent revalua- 
tion, communities may tax commercial, 
industrial and personal property at a higher 
rate than residential and open space: that 
option is called classification. The select- 
men have elected to keep a single tax rate, 
on the recommendation of the assessors, 
for the past three years. 

According to a memo to the selectmen 
from Assessor William Russell, the share 
of the levy borne by commercial and indus- 
trial taxpayers has increased since last 
year, while the share of the levy paid by 
residential, open space and personal prop- 
erty owners has decreased. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony pointed 
out that residential owners paid 73.4 per- 
cent of the levy in fiscal 1983, down to 70.6 in 
fiscal 1984; open space owners, one percent 
of the levy last year, down to .86 percent 
this year 

Industrial taxpayers, by comparison, 
paid 14.8 percent of the levy last year, and 
will pay 16.7 percent this year. Commercial 
owners paid 9.3 percent last year, up slight- 
iy this year to 9.6 percent. 

Former selectmen Edward Harris, who 
voted in favor of classification two years 
ago, appeared before the board Monday 
night to argue for classification. ‘‘This 
should be considered a residential town — 
it’s not an industrial town,”’ Harris told the 
board. ‘‘Give the homeowners a break.”’ 

During their discussion of classification 
early last December, the selectmen indi- 
cated that if Andover businesses and indus- 
tries were charged higher taxes, they would 
very likely pass the ‘‘burden’”’ on to local 
consumers by raising prices. 

Board members also feared that higher 
taxes might drive industries out of And- 
over, and discourage new industries from 
coming into town. They were concerned 
that higher taxes might hurt small busi- 
nesses as well 

According to the assessors, the total valu- 
ation of all property in the town is $1,048,- 
975,210 (the fiscal '83 total: $1,011,131,000) 
Residential property is valued at $740.9 
million (up from $732 million last year); 
industrial, $175.5 million ($150 million last 
year); and commercial, $101 million ($94

RISK OR LOSS 


Time is very impor- 
tant in a real estate 
transaction. There is 
usually a period of time 
between the signing of 
the contract and the 
transferring of the title 
Chances are the prop- 
erty being bought and 
sold will be okay during 
that period. But what if 
something does happen 
to it? There’s always the 
possibility of partial 
damage or complete de- 
struction. This factor - 
and it should always be 
borne in mind - is called 
‘risk of loss.’ 


The risk of loss matter 
should be stated and 
clarified in the sales 
contract. The contract 
should state whether the 
buyer or seller bears the 
risk of damage or loss to 
the property. Generally 
speaking, this should be 
the risk of the seller. It 
is still, however, a good 
idea to spell it out so 


there’s no question 
about it in any one’s 
mind 


if the risk of loss mat- 
ter is left to chance or 
assumption, serious 
problems could come up 
if a building is partially 
destroyed by, say, fire 
two days before closing 
time. Risk of loss is an- 
other one of those seem- 
ingly minor things that 
could loom very impor- 
tantly later on. Check 
with your lawyer and in- 
surance agent to be sure 
of proper protection

has been no attempt to have equal-size 
groups.” 

Seifert acknowledged that some class 
sizes are too large at the secondary level as 
well, but said adding new teachers now 
would require re-scheduling, and finding 
space for new classes might also be a prob- 
lem. The superintendent recommended the 
secondary schools ‘‘make do with what we 
have’’ for this year 

Committee members did not debate the 
need to hire more teachers, but did not 
entirely agree on how they would fund the 
salaries within their current budget. (The 
administration did not have a specific fig- 
ure for the cost of those salaries Tuesday 
night. ) 

Chairman Richard Neal said the school 
department would attempt to find ‘‘effi- 
ciencies'’ in its current budget, so it would 
be able to absorb the additional salaries by 
the end of the fiscal year. 

He noted that at this time last year, the 
committee faced a $100,000 budget deficit 
due to unforeseen special education ex- 
penses — but ended the fiscal year within 
its budget. Neal said it was ‘‘a little early” 
to predict just where similar savings could 
be found in this year’s budget. 

And if the committee should be in danger 
of exceeding its budget, it could turn to 
annual town meeting for emergency fund- 
ing in April, Neal indicated. Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Ruth Dunbar told the 
committee the FinComm would unanimous- 
ly support such a request at town meeting 

if the school committee had made ‘‘every 
effort’’ to absorb the new salaries into its 
budget 

Neal emphasized that he did not intend 
that the committee would ‘be coming to 
town meeting at all.’’ 

But committee member Susan Poore said 
it was ‘‘very dangerous”’ for the committee 
to suggest that ‘‘we are seeking any relief 
outside the budget,"’ calling that a ‘charge 
card” attitude. She said the committee 
must pay for the teachers ‘‘within the exist- 
ing funds — there is no other choice in my 
mind.” 

Poore maintained that the committee 
should look at its current budget and ‘‘ear- 
mark"’ areas that could be cut now. 

Michael Giammusso moved to add the 
teachers, saying he didn’t see ‘‘any advan- 
tage’’ in making cuts now: If more funds 
are necessary in April and town meeting 
vetoes its request, the committee can cut 
nrograms then, he indicated. Poore moved

two amendments to Giammusso’s motion 
that would pinpoint areas to be cut, but 
neither motion for an amendment was sec- 
onded 

Robert Smith said the decision was a 
difficult one, but the committee had to 
resolve ‘‘the crisis in our classrooms’’ im- 
mediately. The committeeman said he 
would rather not cut programs now because 
the committee ‘‘might end up sacrificing 
programs unnecessarily.” 

Donald Robb said he agreed with Poore 
that the committee should ‘‘decide where 
the money will come from.” He later sug- 
gested that whatever funds become avail- 
able through budget efficiencies should be 
automatically transferred toward the new 
teacher salaries.

With the additional teachers, new instruc- 
tional groups will be added in language arts 
and math in the problem grades, bringing 
instructional group sizes within a range of 
21 to 26 students in Bancroft grades five and 
six (compared to a current range of 22 to 
32); 15 to 24 at Sanborn grades three and 
four (currently 26 to 32); 10 to 26 at South 
grades three and four (currently 10 to 34);
